The Committee on Gaslightiug held a 
meeting Saturday 
afternoon.

He proposes to erect three 
lghthouses—one to be placed on Nunnery 
itll, one on ( ’oui Hill, and one on Jltrrou 
I ii I,—from which shall bu emitted “such a 
flood of light that, anywhere in Pittsburg 
or Alleghany,a pin could bo seen ll lying 
on the pavement en the darkest night.” 
he lights will be so located that a perfect 
crossing of the beam will be effected, and 
every light will neutralize the shadows of 
the other. The lanterns are to bu of such 
an elevation that they overlook tile sur­ 
rounding hills. 
Eicli of them will be pro­ 
vided with four lights, and four concavo 
reflectors from six to eight feet wide and 
from ten to twelve feet high. Toe refile 
tors are to be made of copper, heavily 
plated with silver, the latter to be polished 
to the highest degree. 
In speaking of the 
feasibility of this plan, he mentions Ger­ 
many, Austria, and France as using white 
lights to the exclusion of gas. if accep­ 
table Mr. Magg will raise a company of 
capitalists, who will build and equip light­ 
houses, guarantee keeper a salaries, and run 
the concern for seventeen years without 
cost to the city.

HOOKY MOUNTAIN LAKES. 


The Gem# o f th e A m e rica n A lp s —The 
K in g o f t h em AIL 
From the San Francisco Bulletin. 
I have met but very few Californians 
even who have any adequate conception 
of the marvellous abundance of glacier 
lakes hidden away In tbe fastnesses of our 
mountains. The glaciers aud the scow 
make an impressive appearnce even to the 
distant plains, while nota single stream is 
visible, or a hollow where one might hope 
lur a lake. Nevertheless, wild rivers ate 
tailing aud sounding in every canon, and 
all their upper branches are fairly bidden 
with lake*, like orchard trees with fruit. 
They nestle in rocky nocks around the 
bises of every alp in the range, reflecting 
their tugged beauty over aud over again. 
From the summit of Red Mountain— a 
day’s Journey to the* east of Y«»semite Val­ 
ley—no less than forty-two are displayed 
within a radius of eight or ten miles; aud 
tbe whole number in tbe Sierras eau hard­ 
ly be leas than I,odd, exclusive of the 
tm »Iler gem?, which are innumerable. Per­ 
haps two-thirds or more 01 the whole 
number lie on the western flank, and all 
are restricted to the ^Alpine and, sub-Al­ 
pine regions. 
Lake Takoe is king of them all, not only 
in sire, bul In thesuipaasing beauty of lls 
chores aud waters. It lies embosomed In 
lolly mountains, near the northern ex­ 
tremity of the Alpine portion of the range, 
belweenfthe main axis and a spur that 
puts out of the east from near tbe head of 
the Carson river. 
Though twenty-one 
miles long by ten wide, and lrotn about 
500 lo 1,000 feet in depth, its basm was 
tilJed during the glacial period from the 
bottom to a point high above the present 
water level with solid ice, which. laVfebJy 
ted by the snows that fell on *iis mountain 
fountains, crawled slowly like a mighty 
river over tbe northwestern rim of tbe 
basin, crushing and grinding the moun­ 
tains that lay in its way, aud it was only at 
the close of the ice period thai .this noble 
lake, at least in anything like its present 
form, came into existence. 
Excepting the forests which have sprung 
up around its 
shores, the postglacial 
changes that have taken place are scarcely 
appreciable. The sediments carried for­ 
ward by overflowing streams have given 
rise to a few square miles of meadow Jand 
at the head of tbe lake, and the breaking 
through of a morsiae dam three miles 
down the outlet has lowered it consider­ 
ably, leaving shore benches, and lines on 
the rock promontories to mark the original 
level. Hut with these comparatively lain 
exceptions, the lake itself and all its com­ 
passing mountains exist to-day lo 
just 
about the condition they presented when 
first they came to light, co the removal of 
the ice mantle.

aud gr*tOertts at wholesale prices. Then 
fludiug that even at that rate tbe dealers 
were making a profit on tbe poor of some 
50 per cent, the city opened a store of tis 
oa d al the borne, and delivered the article- 
bought, in this way tbe articles, with all 
expenses added, did cot cost two-thirds? as 
much as under tbe old system at whole­ 
sale prices. Tbe overseers have succeeded 
admirably la relieving tbe really ^destitute, 
and al a cost of $20,000 lc-s than the year 
before. It is intended to keep up tbe wood 
yard and the supply store, as permanent in­ 
stitutions.
